State’s interim president; his new duties began 
m July 1. “After 31 years of teaching, advising, and 

coaching at Potomac State, I don’t really see myself as the 
‘new kid on the block,’ although I am pleased to serve the 
college in this new role as interim president.’’ Whitmore is 
professor of English, chair of the Division of Arts, Education 
and Humanities, and the college’s Faculty Assembly. In past 
years, Dr. Whitmore has coached the tennis team, directed 
college theater productions, and served as sponsor of the stu¬ 
dent literary magazine. Whitmore received an undergraduate 
degree in education from Shepherd College and a master’s 
degree and doctorate in English from WVU. 

Earlier this summer, Dr. Kathryn Brailer resigned from her post at the college and 
accepted a special assignment in the WVU Provost’s Office, coordinating Integration 2000 
activities and two-year community college education. A search committee has been ap¬ 
pointed to find a permanent replacement. This revised presidential position will gain the 
additional title of West Virginia University Vice-President, thus broadcasting Potomac State’s

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College mourns Loss of 
Former PSC Administrators 

Dr. Lester K. Beavers, former political science and sociology professor 
and dean, died November 2,1997, following a lingering illness. Dr. Beavers earned 
his bachelors degree, masters and doctorate from West Virginia University. As 
the college community joined to celebrate his life, Dr. Joseph Gratto said in his 
eulogy, “...Lester was valued by his students...he was a teacher and a scholar.” 
His employment at Potomac State spanned 26 years. Former executive dean of 
Potomac State from 1973 to 1978, Dr. Arthur G. Slonaker, died March 5, 1998 in 
Shepherdstown, WV. He was the youngest person known to graduate from Shep¬ 
herd College at the age of 19; he received a masters degree from WVU in 1941, a 
doctorate from the University of Virginia in 1958 and a honorary doctorate from 
Shepherd College in 1996. Slonaker served as academic dean of Shepherd Col¬ 
lege for 15 years prior to coming to Potomac State. Educator and community 
leader, Mr. David G. Nuzum, died March 25, 1998. A former head of the English 
Department and administrator at Potomac State, Mr. Nuzum taught English at the 
college for 23 years. Former Alumni Association President and colleague Ken 
Haines described Nuzum as “a unique professor...one of the most outstanding 
teachers I ever studied under. His literature classes were delightful.”

Athletic Hall of Fame 

At the college’s 11 th Annual Athletic Hall of Fame Awards 
Banquet this spring, four honorees were inducted: Edward Helminski 
’58 of Ridgefield, CT, Charles Weider Pell ’38 of Okeechobee, FL, 
and Louis William Schaper ’52 of Pittsburgh, PA. Professor Emerita 
of Physical Education Margaret Rafter ’36 was honored posthu¬ 
mously. Helminski earned a bachelor’s degree in education from 
Fairmont State College and has been executive director of the 
Ridgefield Boys and Girls Club for the past 29 years. He was the 
Catamount’s football leading rusher and named All-WVIAC in 1957. 
He also lettered in baseball and basketball. Pell, earned a bachelor 
of arts from Marshall University in Huntington, WV and masters 
from WVU. “Web,” as he is known, is retired now from an impres¬ 
sive coaching career, having been named coach of the year numer¬ 
ous times and coached several conference championships. At PSC 
he played baseball and tennis. Schaper has coached at 15 levels of 
baseball and had programs that frequently saw players drafted by 
professional teams. Every year of coaching has seen some degree 
of championship in Schaper’s career. Margaret Rafter received both 
her bachelor’s and master’s degrees in physical education from 
WVU. At PSC, she was a stand out on the basketball team and star 
punter on the football team, kicking a ball consistently and accu¬ 
rately between 40 and 50 yards. Margaret lived in Keyser, WV, and 
passed away in November, 1997.
